NEW YORK, July 17.—The Brit
ish passenger liner Orduna, with 227
passengers aboard, of
whom were Americane, wap altacked
without warning by a German sub-|
riarine at 6 o'clock in the morning
of July 8, sixtean hours out of Liver-
jpool, on ita way to New York. An-
nouncement of the attack was made |
by the ship's captain, Thomas Mec- |
Comb Taylor, and passengers when
the Orduna reached here today.

A torpedo was fired at the gtenmer |
and missed It by ten yards. Twenty |
minutes later o rubmarine rose
the surface, possibly a different sub-
marine from the one that isunched |
the torpedo, and for half hnnr!
